NEW YORK. 

New York, November 7.—The question, who 
has carried New York state, is now chiefly a ques- 
tion of the accurate footings of long columns of 
figures. The footirgs of the county clerks, with 
only a few missing, indicate that Cloveland has 
about 1,000 plurality. The footings of the election 
districts, made in the Associated Press office,iadi- 
cate that Blaine has nearly an equa! plurality. 
Twelve Gistricts in the state had not, up to this 
morning, reported atall. Some sixty others had 
reported, but their accuracy was questioned, and 
they will be verified to-day. The whole 
list of coun Lies will be carefully 
readded to-day, aud the result of that addition, 
as well as the result of the compilation of the 
county clerk’s figures, will be sent out by the 
Associated Press. This work will probably not be 
completed befor night 

A SALU1E OF ONE HUNDRED GUNS, 

This morning a salute of 100 guns was fired in 
the City ball park, by order of the leaders of the 
county democrate, in honor of Governor Cleve- 
land’s election to the presidency. The booming 
ofguns drew a large crowd from the bulletin 
boards at the newspaper offices tothe park. Dur- 
ing the firing a portion cf a wad from a gun struck 
a little pewsboy, named Jacob Simon, in the face, 
knocking out his eye. 

The Herald, the Sun and the Extra have with- 
drawn their bullietin boards. Atthe World bul- 
letins this morning the crowd was quite enthust- 
astic over the announeed election of Cleveland 
and Hendricks, and this was increased when it 
was declared that Jay Gould had conceded the 
state to Clevelend, and had sent « tclegravhic 
dispatch to the governor eongratu'ating him upon 
bis election. The republicans continue firm, how- 
ever, and still maintain that Blaine has carried the 


state.

WATCHING THE CANVASS. 

The national dcmocratic committee this morn 
ing issued the following address: “The national 
democratic committee hes taken very active 
measures toinsurea fair and prompt return ino 
ailthe delayed and doubtful districts. Counsel 
has been employed to watch the official can- 
vars, ard arguments are made to insure the 
transmission of correct news over the country to 
meet the expenses of this action which are neces- 
sarily .tbeavy. Friends in various sections are 
starting subscriptions, Money will be thankfully 
received by the national committee, and any aid 
of this nature to assist in enforcing the popular 
will should, to be effective, be promptly rendered. 

ANOTHER REPUBLICAN CLAIM. 

A telegram wes sentat3 p. m. to Assistant Secre- 
tary Coon, by Mr. WhitelawReid, of the New York 
Tribune, as follows: 

“The associated press figures give the state again 
to Blaine by 4.000 majority. An official count is 
necessary, and some returns are sure to go before 
the courts.”’ 

It is stated that the grand jury has already found 
indictments which are believed to charge persons 
with jiraud in the election. Steps are also to be 
taken to punish the election inspectors who were 
derelict in sending their returns. 

BEFORE THE CANVASSING BOARDS, 

The republican national committee deny this 
afternoon that Blaine is coming to New York fora 
conference with them. They say they have no 
n eens of determining the result fn this state ex- 
cept by the election district returns. They 
will only take such steps as may be 
necessaty to protect the party’s Interests 
during tl e progress of the court, and that to this 
end counsel will appear before the county can- 
vassing boards next Tuesday. They say the com- 
mittee want nothing but fair play, and what the 
law allows in the determination of the result by 
the state authorized to pass upon the returas, and 
in this, as matter of course they are bound to in- 
bist upon. 

JOHN KELLY’S ESTIMATE, 

Jobn Kelly says he believe Cleveland is elected 
president, although it may take an official canvass 
to prove it. He says Cleveland’s plurality in New 
York state is about 1,300, 

The captain of police and seven patrolmen are 
guarding the Telegram building in Troy, which is 
now surrounded by a mob of six orseven thousand 
excited men. The Telegram’s bulletin boards 
have been torn down and broken into splinters. 
By request of the police captain, no more bulle- 
tins are to be posted. The mob seems to be good 
natured, and there isnot much fear of violence. 
Two newsboys had their ten o’clock Telegram 
taken away from them and torn up. All the ex- 
tra policemen are cn duty. 

THE CLOSE VOTE IN NEW YORK. 

Indications are growing stronger that the vote 
in this state will be nearer even than any esti- 
mates have conceded. Many counties are yet to 
be revised however, and the work will be slow 
and tedious. ‘tis necessarily so since, in every 
case,when a discrepancy is discovered;or a doubt is 
raised the election district returns are inquired for. 

At tLis late hour it is not always easy to secure 
these pramptly. 

A DEMONSTRATION PROVIDED FOR, 

The executive committees of the various Cleve- 
land and Hendricks clubs met to-night, and re 
solved to hold a mass meeting of merchants and 
citizens to: morrow evening in the academy of mu- 
sic. Thecommittee issued an address to the bus- 
iness men of the city, in which they say that the 
election of Cleyeland and Hendricks to the presi- 
dency and vice presidency of the United States, is 
an assured fact. All can rejoice that the election 
is over, apd that now all our energies may once 
more be given to our regular business affairs. 

The following gentlemen have been invited to 
address the meeting to-morrow night: Henry 
Ward Beecher, Carl Schurz, Samuel J. Randall, 
George William Curtis, B:njamin H. Bristow and 
others. 

Rumors were current late to-night to the effect 
that John I. Davenportand John J. O’Brien had 
been arrested for alleged tampering with the elec- 
tion returns. Mr. O’Brien was seen later and he 
denied that he had been arrested. He said he 
understood that he had been indicted by the 
giand jury, and he expected to be taken into ns- 
tody in a day or two. 


ILLINOIS. 

CHICAGO, Noyember 7—Mayor Harrison has is- 
sued a request to all the newspapers of the city to 
cease issuing election bulletins on the ground that 
they are the moving causes in collecting crowds 
and causing undue excitement. All papers have 
com plied with his request. 

The News bas reports from 97 out of 102 counties 
in the state giving Blaine a plurality of 21,881. 

The Times claims that the state legislature wil! 
bavea democratic majority of 3 on joint ballot, 
giving the two doubtful districts to the republi- 
cans. 

The News's returns indicate a tie between the 
parties, with two districts in doubt. 

The republican’s state central committee claim 
a majority of one on joint ballot. 

The further returns from the state indicate the 
electton ofa republican cougressmen in Ist, 4th, 
Sth, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, M4th, 15th and Wth dis- 
tricts, and democratic in the 2nd, 3rd, 10th, 12th, 
18th, 16th, 17th, 18th and 19th districts. The lith 
district is in deubt, but Neece, democratic, claims 
that he is elected. . 

INDIANA.

Governor sgt has received a great many 
congratulating telegrdms to-day, and has been 
busily engaged in recety ing and entertaining cal- 
lers. among whom were many republicans, perso- 
nal friends, The Asso iated Press reporter foand 
him this evening in conversation with a number 
of poliicians, Senator Voorhees among them. He 
wasinan apparently bappy frame of mind, ex- 
pressing bimselfas satisfied that the democratic 
Candidates bad been elected. He had nothing, he 
said, to add to what had already been expressed 
by him for the past day or two, respecting 
the election. The exciiement of the last three 
nights is beginning to tell on the people, and the 
crowd on the street is much smaller and less 
demonstrative.

JAMES G. BLAINE, 
ANOTHER REPUBLICAN CLAIM, 

The latest advices received here from New York 
are to the effect that the republican committees, 
state and national, after a careful examination of 
the whole ground, are satisfied that it has gone for 
Blaine and Logan. They say that a correct count 
will show a small republiean plurality, and that 
they bave teken steps to establish the fact’ 
Blaine’s residence has been crowded all day 
Many prominent citizens from distant parts of the 
state arriving. IJnterestin the result in New York 
is growing deeper every hour, 

A CALL ON MR. BLAINE. 

This a’ternoon Mr. Blaine talked freely about 
the situation. He said toa distinguished citizen 
of Maine: 

“I feel entirely confident that the honest vote of 
New York, without change or manipulation will 
show a plurality for the republican electors of not 
less than 1,500 votes. I do not speak idly, but 
from the most accurate data, carefully furnished 
the most competent sources.”’ 

Mr. Blaine added that the dispatch of Daniel 
Maning, published yesterday, contained the most 
arrogant and offensive threat to control the elec- 
tion returns in the interestof the democratic 
ticket, ever made fin any northern state, and 
equalled the worst bulldozing proclamation ever 
issued in the south. He thought its effect would 
be to arouse the law-abiding citizens ofjNew York, 
who cannot afford to have their state reduced to 
the level of lawlessness prevailing in South Caro- 
lina and Mississippi. The gentlemen asked Mr 
Blaine if he feltmuch disappointment fover the 
possible prospect of losing the presidency by such 
means. Mr. Blaine answered: 

“I don’t feel so in any personal sense, but pro- 
foundly so on account of the vast national inter- 
ests depending on the result. I feel great pride 
thet no imputation of fraud has ever been serious- 
ly uttered against the membersof the republican 
party in any state or district. I do not believe the 
American people will accept a fraudulent result. 
The republicans bave carried the northern states 
by more than 300,000 majority, and they do not 
propose to have the leading state taken from them 
by fraud,” 

There is no change in the situation here. Ev- 
erybody is waiting for the returns of the associa- 
ted press, which, it is understood will come to- 
night. 

NEW dERSEY. 

JERSEY City, N. J,, November 7.—The New Jer- 
sey state republican committee received reports 
to day from all the counties in the state, showing 
Clevelend’s plurality to be 3,262.

This has 
had the effect of materially reducing the crowd 
and the best order prevails. The pool rooms also 
have been closed until after the presidential con- 
test is settled. by order of Mayor 
Fulton, as betting is ecaleulated to keep up the 
excitement and partisan feeling. 

PITTSBURG, November 7.—1he streets are again 
cruwded to-night, and partisan jeeling runs high. 
There has been no serious disturbance. Two hun- 
dred policemen were sworn in this afternoon and 
stationed at the principal streets to preserve order} 
Notwithstanding the request of Chief of Police 
Braun to refrain therefrom, several democratic 
marching clubs paraded. No arrests were made. 

Chief of Police Stewart] was engaged in mailing 
to the leading politica! clubs copies of his card is- 
sued yesterday. requesting them to avoid parad- 
ing or in any manner adding to the prevalent ex- 
citement.

It was 9:45 yesterday morning when this dis- 
patch was received in Tag ConstiTurion office. 
In ten minutes athousand democrats were in 
consultation as to how best to celebrate. 
Mr. ~~ 0 lUN.:Dl Clr was elected mar- 
shal of ithe day. Committees on 
music, bloody shirts, bonfires and parade were ap- 
pointed, and at 10:30 there were over 3,000 men 


in line. 
MAKING UP THE LINE OF MARCH. 


In front of the procession were two volunteer 
drummers Gresham and Brown, Followiog them, 
leading the line of march, came Mr, Grady, his 
hat wrapped with a new silk flag, and Alderman 
Lowry bearing an immense flig, which was 
greeted with resounding cheers. Following these 
came Messrs. 8. H. Phelan and W. R. Brown, 
leading a brigade of bloody-sbirt bearers, being red 
shirts stretched on cross poles.. Mr. W. H. Venable 
was in charge of this section. He affixed to each 
shirt a placard printed reading ‘ We are going to 
burn this!’’ Behind the bloody shirts came about 
ope thousand men bearing small flags. Next to these 
was a huge United States flag stretched as a c .nopy 
over fifty men, in charge of Jim Iverson, Hoke 
Smith end Dr. Breekett. Behind these came an 
endless line of men that made up fully 3,000as a 
total. The line was in charge of Dr. F, F. Alexan- 
der, Mr. Hugh Inman, Mr. M. C. Kiser, Dr. RB. D. 
Spalding, Mr. W. 8S. Thompson, Major Livingston 
Mims, Major Ben Crane and Piromis Bell. 

ON THE WAY TO THE CAP{TOL. 

As the procession marched up to Broad street it 
was met by Hon. E, P. Howell and Major John 
Fitten with a brass band they had picked up in a 
jiffy. They had gathered perhaps 500 people, who 
at once fell into the column, the band taking its 
place in the center. Asthe march proceeded up 
Broad it was greeted with cheersgfrom the crowd 
thet lined each side of the way and filled all 
the windows. Up Maritta street it was the same. 
On reaching the capitol the line of march was 
turned*into the side steps and up into the corori- 
dor it poured likea torrent. When, they reached the 
door of the house, the drummers started In. The 
doorkeeper made some show of holding the doors, 
but Mr. Evan Howell, bracing sgainst the bass 
drum pushed in and the crowd followed with a 
rush. The house was in session. The drums were 
stilied, and the members, in surprise, rose to their 
feet. Mr. Grady, with beaming face announced: 

‘Mr. Speaker! A message from the American 

The house rose as one man at this, and the col- 
umn marched on ‘to the speaker's stand, with 
drums beating and colors flying. Hon. Lucius 
Lamar was in the speaker's desk. Mr. Grady sciz- 
ed him in his armsand took the gavel from his 
hands, and rapping for order, said: 

“In the name of, and by the authority of Grover 
€leveland, president of the United States, 
I now declare this house adjourned until te-mor- 
10W morning at 10 o'clock!"’ 

The bouse took the point likes flash. Most of 
the members were on their desks, and the uproar 
and cheering was terrific. Speaker Littice took the 
stand and tried to restore order, but the thing was 
over. A resolution was offered by Mr. Fiint, of 
Spalding,congratulating Clevelandand Hendricks. 
It was voted on by 2,000 people, who filied every 
nook snd corner of the house. There were calls 
for “Grady” for several minutes, but he had left 
to adjourn the senate, and the governor. 
“Felton, Felton!” 


The ball was emptied instantly, and the legiala- 
ture was off for the day. 
THE SCENES IN FRONT OF THE CAPITOL. : 

In front ofthe capitol the broad streets were 
packed with 10,000 people, shouting themselves 
hoarse, The bands were playing “Dixie,” awd the 
yelling was deafening. Governor MeDantel was 
broug ht down, accompanied by Genera Glawton. 
They were received with cheers and eicireled with 
United States fegs. Mr. Grady thew announced 
that Governor McDaniel “would addres the woe 
terrified and jubilant democracy of Fu' son county 
from the customhouce steps.”’ 

The bloody shirts, saturated with oll, were 
fired in frontof the capitul and burned, amid 
the wildest demonstrations of joy and 
approval. When tsis interesting ceremony was 
over, Mr. Grady introduced Governor McDaniel, 
who spoke as follows: 


Fellow citizens: I congratulate. the American 
people that there is now a prospect of bridging 
every. dif rence which has forthe past years sep- 
s sted the people of the country from the hearts 
oft ach otber, "he breat cheeriny and a vuice “glory.te 
God’ ‘)l congrtulate you that thereis now the pros 
pect that the rights of every Ameriean citizens, 
either white men, colored man, or whatever raée 
will be now, and henceforth and forever secared, 
(Great cheering .) 1 congratulate you that .

When Governor McDaniel concluded, several of 
the crowd rushed Colorel Tom Hardeman up the 
steps. The majestic old man never looked graad~ 
er than when he was hustled along by the enthu- 
siastic and excited throng. Mr. Grady, almost 
bugging bim, shouted: 

“l introduce that honey tonged old war horse, 
the Hon. Tom Hardeman, God bless him,"’ 

Cvlopel Hardeman said:

Military Matters. 

Léentenant Colonel Wm. Garrard, Chairman of 
Committee Georgia Volunteers Post No, 1,—My 
Dear Colonel: I deeply regret that a continuous 
absence on business, for several weeks after the 
date of your letter, prevented an earlier and more 
fitting reply. But even at the last hour it gives 
me sincere pleasure to assure you of my hearty ap 
provel and earnest sympathy in the efforss of 
,ourel and associates Ww encourage and make 
wore «ficient the vulunteer forces of Georzia 
byseeuring distinct revegnition and substaatial 
estistance trom the state 

The present constitution of Georgia recognizes 
the vast importance of a proper military organt- 
yatow and declares that it is ‘‘eseential to the 
mace and security of the state’’ Surely no 
stronger lenguage has been used in the funda 
menial law to express the bigh necessity for any 
ope of the important elements oi strength and 
power which constitute the state. Me 
@ Nor bas this constitution been any less explicit 
in conferring upon the proper departments of the 
goveTDment the necessary authority to og 
reperal aseem bly shal) have anthority t» provide 
ry law how the militia of this state shall be or- 
ganized, oflicered, trained, armed and eqnipped, 
and of whom it shall consist” The very next 
section provides for the formation of volunteer 
companies’ a da “their oiganizations into battal 
jones, regiments, etc., and gives anthority to arm 
and ¢quipp the same.” The words ‘arm and 
equip’ are broad end liberal enough to cover ev- 
ery provision and appropriation by the state, for 
the purpose of securing the thorough training and 
preparation Of an ample voluuteer furce, required 
for the ‘peace avd security of the state”’ 

Nor does the language oi that paragraph in the 
constitution which speaks by inhibition, ‘‘the off- 
cers and wen of the militiaaod volunteer forces 
shall not be entitled to receive any pay, 
rations or emoluments when nos 
in active service by authority 
of the state’ dimipish the force of the previous 
authority to “arm and equiv.” Baton the prin 
ciple that the ‘expression of one thing is tne ex 
clusion of another,” the prohibition against “pay 
and rations,’’ strengthens the argument that the 
State can (and ougbt to) “arm and equip’ its 
wilitia or volunteer forces’ when not in active 
service” of thestate. The one duty can be per- 
formed coincident with the ‘active service’ aud 
be quite in time. The other must be discharged 
before the ‘‘active service” is required—before the 
emergency which cails forthe iinmediate use of 
arms and equipments—or it Is fatally too late. 

This distinction is illustrated by tbe various 
bureaus inio whichthe war department of the 
United States dis divided and the class of duties 
essigned to each.

CRIME UPON THE GALLOWVS.

Fully Ten Thousand People Witness the Execution 
- He Contesses His Guilt, and Expresses His 
Readiness to Die—-A Full Histary 
of the Case—The Last Scene. 


COVINGTON, Ga. November 7 —The exectition of 


Homer Perry took place to-day in presence of 
nearly 10,000 people. Phe drop fell at precisely 2s 
minutes after 12 o'¢lock, iis nv ck was broken by 
the fall, and he died without, a.struggie. la 7.30 
minutes after the droprfell be was pronouaced 
dead by the physicians, and in 15 mioutes he was 


cat down by the sheriff, placed in a coffin, and 


éelivered to his friends. 

During last bight be was visited in the jail 
by the colored ministers, who held re 
ligious service with him, and Revs. A. 
Samuel avd Toney Baker, colored, both remained 
with vim all night. Ata lite hour he lay jdown 
and siept until daylight, when he arose, dressed 
apd ate breasfastas usaal. Revs. J. W. Waters 
ard thelps, of Conyers, visited the cell, and all 
fone of the ministers remuined with him until the 
hour for the execution arrived, and ail engaged in 
religigua services. Homer expressed bismseli as 
belng prepared, ready and Wiikiug Lo die. :

TAKEN OUT TO DEATH, 

At 12. o’clock the sheriff entered the jail, aud 
Homer informed him he was ready. He was 
then taken out, placed in a Wagon and seated 
upon bis coffin, and surrounded by a strong guard 
armed with dovublebarrell shotguns, when the 
procession moved toward the gallows, which was 
erected at the creek. He was followed by the 
largest crowd we have ever seen iu Covingtoa, 
whoch was com posed of more than one-hali colored, 
Women commenced screaming an the sceue 
presented was beyond our power to des- 
crive. The guards kept_the crowd away from toe 
wagon, and the best of order was preserved 
threvebout. When the procession arrived at the 
gullows Homer alighted from the wagon and as- 
ceaded to the platform with a steady step, and 
took his seat without a tremor. We have never 
witnessed such absolute stolidity or greater nerve 
than be exbibited. The colored ministers then 
vieern, Rey. A. Samuel! read from 
W. Waters read hymu, which 
they all sang, and Toney Bakerotlered an appro 
priate prayer. After tbis they all shook haeds 
with bim. aud bude him good-bye.@ Homer then 
shook bands witb all present and took his position 
on the trap without the least shudder.
